3.  The  Galleries  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  article  from  sale  for  any  reason 
whatsoever  before  the  article  is  offered  for  sale. 

4.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  autioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue.
